The  Agricultural  Marketing  .Service  states  that  manufacturers 
of  margarine  report  that  24,356,000  pounds  of  that  product  were  produced 
during  May  1940.  Of  this  quantity  3,126,000  pounds  or  13  percent  were 
manufactured  from  animal  and  vegetable  oils  and  21,230,000  pounds  or 
87  percent  from  vegetable  and  nut  oils. 

Total  production  for  the  month  of  May  1940  was  1,679,000 
pounds  heavier  than  that  of  May  1939  but  2,550,000  pounds  less  than
